THE ELECTORAL SYSTEM 
A reader from Milwaukee writes: 
. . 1 would like to knovV about the ‘elec­ 
to ral’ sy stem. I do not think it lair, as far as I 
understand it, and no one ^sncms to know w hat it 
is, etc. As I recall it was never ex plained in 
school. . . . ” 
More impo rtant than that this reader does not 
know about the electoral sy stem is that she does 
not recall that it was ex plained at school. What, 
of wo rth, was taught a t this school? It used to be 
that civics was a required subject in the elemen­ 
tary grades. It used to be that every child was 
taught American history and how the American 
Government evolved. How can we ex pect to have 
an intelligent citizenry if it does not know the 
structure of its own go vernment? 
The electoral sy stem is a method of selecting 
the President which has continuously been used 
since 1789. 
Those who wro te the Constitution did not be­ 
lieve in democracy . They feared the illiterate; 
they did not trust the mass. Thoy set up a sy s­ 
tem of checks and balances not only to safeguard 
the Republic from the ty ranny of one man but 
from the ty ranny of the majority . They therefore 
arranged it that Senato rs should be elected by 
state legislatures rather than by the people. This 
was changed by the 17th Amendment adopted in 
1913. They arranged that the President should he 
chosen by the states thro ugh electors. This sy s­ 
tem continues to this day . These day s the people 
also vote fo r the President and Vice President 
but their votes only count indirectly . According 
to the Constitution no one has y et been elected 
President of the United States. That is still to be 
done. The people have voted for electors who. 
under the Constitution, may select whomsoever 
they choose but who, under state law, are com­ 
mitted in most states, to the candidates no minat­ 
ed by their party . In Mississippi and Alabama.

In a demo cra cy , the will o f the ma jo rity , 
ex pressed thro ugh the free electio n o f co m­ 
peting ca ndida tes, is held to be the idea l 
mea ns o f deciding a na tio na l philo so phy 
a nd cho o sing a po litica l co urse. In a to ta li­ 
ta ria n sy stem, it is the few—who a re stro ng 
eno ugh to co erce the ma ny — who ho ld 
po wer. 
Yet stro ng lea ders a re needed in a de­ 
mo cra cy , to o —lea ders no t o nly in po litics 
but in business, educa tio n, religio n, the a rts 
a nd sciences a nd a ll o ther fields <1T huma n 
endea v o r. But the influence a nd a utho rity 
o f these lea ders is deriv ed fro m a ll the 
peo ple a nil is o nly a s effectiv e a s the degree 
o f kno wledge a nd understa nding po ssessed 
by the peo ple. 
The o utsta nding men po int us to wa rd o ur 
go a ls but it is o nly thro ugh enlightened 
public o pinio n tha t tho se go a ls ca n be 
rea ched.

Even if Vico President Nix on were to vain a 
majo rity of the po pular vote but it he did not 
have a majo rity of the Electoral Coffcge, hr' would 
not be elected, as the popular vote does not count. 
My correspondent might say that if he had the 
majority of the popular vote, how could he fail 
to win the m ajo rity of the electoral vote? The 
answer is simple arithm etic: In the Electoral Col­ 
lege, the winner has all the votes. Say that Ken­ 
nedy won New York State by one popular vote, 
he would Ret the entire 4a electoral votes. So it 
would be over the whole United States ex cept 
Mississinni and Alabama. 
The Electoral College no longer has any mean­ 
ing. The electors a i" usually large contributors 
to campaign funds and politicians who regard 
this as an honor and dignity and a proper reward 
for their services. There have boon two amerd- 
ments to the Constitution concerning the Presi­ 
dency . the 12th and the 20th hut neither has abol­ 
ished fh^ Electoral College which is an 18th cen­ 
tury device to safeguard the Republic from the 
whims and fancies of the masses. 
Americans these day s# speak of this country 
as a democracy . This is a word that has lost all 
meaning in this era of linguistic anarchy . Specifi­ 
cally this is a representative republic as the Con­ 
stitution provides for it to be. The New England 
Town Meeting was and is a democracy in which 
all who pay a tax mav have a voice. The pure 
democracy docs not ex ist any where 
Changes have occurred in America since the 
Constitution was adopted. We have gone through 
the Industrial Revolution, the Agricultural Revo­ 
lution, the ex pansion of territo ry from coast to 
coast, the ex plosion of population and the as­ 
similation of some 50 races of mankind into one 
people.These changes have altered our people in 
the sense that llieir thinking does not have the 
same content 
as the 
Founding Fathers. The 
changes in o ur th'nking are affected by o ur gen­ 
eral lack of knowledge of British and American 
histo ry and the forces which created this nation. 
These ehangos are a fact. 
It is the tendency among this generation of 
conservatives that they can, in some manner, re­ 
store the thinking of the nirn tconth centun in 
this 
country . The danger that

America's Most Famous Statue 
It’s Roundup Time Up North 


Was 'Born7 on Different Years 


Do y ou know that the Sta- 
f.ue of Liberty has s e ve r a l 
birthday s? 
A l t h o u gh French artist 
Frederic Bartholdi intended 
this gift from the people of 
France to commemorate the 
100th anniversary of Ameri­ 
can freedom, it was such a 
big job it was not completed 
in time. 
Using his mother as his 
model, Bartholdi started work 
on his giant statue in 18 74. 
It was to be 151 feet high 
with a base that would double 
its height. Other measure­ 
ments were: waistline 35 feet; 
length of right arm holding 
the torch 42 feet; head 17 feet 
with a 4Vz-foot nose and a 
three-foot-wide mouth. 
As he worked out the de­ 
tails, he decided to use a 
strange sculpturing techniq ue 
— he would hammer his sta­ 
tue from sheets of soft 'cop­ 
per. 
He used 3 00 sectio ns which 
were later put to gether to 
co mplete the statue. After 
casting each piece in plaster, 
he had carpenters duplicate 
them in wo o d. Other wo rkers 
h a m m e r e d 3 /16 -inch-thick 
sheets o f co pper against the 
wo o d 
mo dels, 
making 
the 
fo lds o f the dress, the fea­ 
tures o f the face, and all 
o ther details.

Home Repairs 
Before Social 
Season Begins

Holidays are just around the 
corner. I t ’s the time when wives 
become edgy because husbands 
aren’t buckling down to all the 
home repairs needed before the 
social season begins. 
W ife can 
sometimes get him to the task, 
but the problem is: “ w ill he fin­ 
ish it ? ” The tensions created by 
this strain are enough to spoil 
the holiday festivities for the 
entire family. 
If the project is big, don’t 
heckle him into it. now. A wall 
job, for instance. Many women 
tolerate a badly cracked wall or 
one full of gouges and holes, and 
then suddenly expect the man 
to do the repairs over night, 
when they decide they can’t live 
with it any longer. 
It is better to postpone a wall 
job. A man may just decide that 
he’ll take the wall out complete­ 
ly, perhaps even insulate it, be­ 
fore putting up plaster board or 
plastering it, and there you are. 
You can’t he sure that It’ll be 
finished in time. 
A good idea is to cover up the 
wall during the holidays if you 
can’t get it repaired in time, or 
if your husband has started a job 
that is not going to be finished. 
Felt, 
burlap, sailcloth 
or any 
other colorful inexpensive mate­ 
rial will do the job very success­ 
fully. 
If the wall is in the liv­ 
ing part of the house, use it to 
display your greeting cards, pho­ 
tographs or the children’s school 
efforts. 
The material may be 
used later for a number of pur­ 
poses — slipcover, draperies, ta­ 
blecloths. 
If the walls are scarred and 
patched 
and holes 
aren’t 
too 
deep, a textured paint could be 
your solution. 
This is a job the 
lady of the house can do. 
Qual­ 
ity texture paint has a heavy 
consistency that fills small holes 
and camouflages surface irregu­ 
larities. 
It produces a rough 
plaster-like 
finish 
that 
blends 
handsomely with any style de­ 
cor as it is available in a wide 
array of decorator colors. There 
is a ready mixed texture paint, 
and also texture powders which 
can be added to certain paints 
to produce the same plaster-like 
finish. 
If powder is used, the 
paint dealer should be consulted 
as it must be mixed with the 
proper paint. 
After 
the 
wall 
surface 
dusted, and grease smudges re­ 
moved with soap and water, ap­ 
ply the paint with a brush. While 
the wall is still wet, create a’ 
pattern by going over the paint 
with a 
sponge, 
whisk 
broom, 
comb, or any other object to 
produce a 
design. 
There are 
rollers available that can bo usod 
to provide the pattern, if you 
prelcr. 
This paint can be used on one 
wall 
without 
detracting 
from 
the room’s appearance, but it is 
not meant for woodwork or trim. 
Paint the trim the same color if 
possible in a semi-gloss or flat 
paint. 
If the room is very large 
a darker hue of the same color 
may be used. 
Because of the decorative as­ 
pects of texture paint it has spe­ 
cial appeal for women. But it is 
a good idea to make sure that 
you have a quality paint before 
you start.
